broached was the new wharf at Santa 
Monica and the legislator in repponce to 
a query said: ‘ In point of fact I do not 
know as much about the intended im­ 
provements as probably you do.

A warning whistle came at this junc­ 
ture from the Santa Monica train, but 
before the Senator departed the reporter 
asked about the harbor situation as re­ 
gards Santa Monica 
‘T am, as you doubtless know ,a mem­ 
ber of the Senate River and Harbor 
Committee,” said the Senator, ‘ and I 
am also an extensive property holder at 
Santa Monica; therefore I feel somewhat 
restrained regarding pressing the claims 
of that town. 
But this much I must say, 
in Colonel Mendell’s special report he 
states that Santa Monica presents the 
natural harbor for this part of the 
o a s t. 
The Catalina Islands protect 
ihc bay from the rouuh waves, and wilh 
a three-quarters of a mile breakwater 
constructed to the south, there would be 
as fine a port as could be desired. Then, 
again, the country between Santa Monica 
and Los Angeles is fast settling up, aud 
there would be untold advantages should 
Santa Monica become the seaport. All 
of the members of the Senate who have 
visited thiB part of the country are very 
much charmed with Santa Monica and 
you, of course, know that Senator Hearet 
is detirous of obtaining some of Colonel 
Baker’s property then*, but, you know, 
the Colonel wauts to sell when no one 
wants to buy, and vice versa." 
Speaking of the general business out­ 
look, the dhtm gnished visiter remarked 
that there was a general quietude all 
over the country.
